t i o n plan for the Agriculture De­ 
partment. He said he had Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower's back ing. 
A k ey point in the plan—and the 
one arousing most discussion—is 
the abolition of seven regional soil 
conservation otliecs which had re­ 
ported 
directly 
to 
Washington. 
Their work is lodged with state 
offices, effective immediately . 
These offices were at Upper 
Darby , Pa.; Spartanburg, S. C.; 
Milwauk ee, Wis.; Lincoln, Neb.; 
Fort Worth, Tex .; Albuquerque, 
N. M., and Portland, Ore. 
Benson emphasized to a news 
conference that tin* soil conserva­ 
tion service (S (’S) would continue 
as a separate agency in the de­ 
partment. He said lie was d e t e r­ 
mined that it should serve farm­ 
ers better. 
Benson’s action in putting the 
plan into effect drew applause 
from Chairman Aik en (R-Vt.) of 
the Senate Agricultural Commit­ 
tee but some other initial comment 
was unfavorable. 
“He did well,” Aik en said. “ If lie 
had given in to the hostile pres­ 
sure on this, there would have 
been no further use in talk ing 
about restoration of government 
back home.” 
Aik en ex pressed the view that 
the soil conservation service will 
be strengthened by elimination ol 
the regional offices and building 
up state offices. 
But Sen. Young (R-N.D.) called 
Benson’s action “terribly disap­ 
pointing.” He said “it was a rea- | 
sonable request” when leaders of 
the National Association of Soil 
Conservation Districts ask ed for a 
delay pending congressional re­ 
view. Young added; 
“It is unfortunate that a sec­ 
retary of agriculture must be that 
u n com prom i s i n g. ” 
Young has been highly critical 
of Benson and has declared ho 
should resign. 
Rep. Thomas 
(D-Tex .) 
com­ 
mented to reporters: “Benson has 
sighed his death w arrant.” 
Outlined as a proposal on Oct. 
13, the plan had stirred bitter op­ 
position. 
Some congressmen had request­ 
ed that Benson delay putting the 
plan into operation until 
after 
Congress had a chance to look it i 
over. 
Only last week , Rep. Bender (R- 
Ohio) announced that a House 
government operations subcom­ 
mittee 
would 
conduct 
hearings 
this month on the plan. 
Bender ask ed that Benson delay j 
the plan until alter the hearings.

SPRINGFIELD, 11!. (/P)—Illinois 
state police today counted a haul 
of four truck loads of gambling 
equipment from Saturday night 
raids centering on Cairo and Ha­ 
vana.

Georgia Solon Says End 
To School Segregation 
Means National Suicide 


HOT SPRINGS, Va. UP — Gov. 
Herman E. Talmndge of Georgia 
declared today that 
a Supreme 
Court decision to end racial seg­ 
regation in Southern schools would 
bo “ nothing less than a major step 
toward national suicide.” 
Talmadge, 
chairman of 
t h e 
Southern 
Governors 
Conference, 
said any such “political decision” 
by the high court would involve 
“the most foolhardy sociological 
calamity in our national history .” 
“Nothing could injure our na­ 
tional strength more than a bla­ 
tantly unconstitutional and wholly 
unrealistic ruling by the Supreme 
Court outlawing state control over 
education,” he Said in an address 
prepared for the opening session 
of the Southern governors’ annual 
meeting. 
“ Every person of reason k nows, 
and the court should tak e judicial 
notice of the fact, that we are 
mak ing unprecedented progress in 
the South and. let alone, we can 
| work out our own problems within 
1 the proper sphere of state author- 
i ity .” 
Thirteen governors of states be­ 
low the Mason and Dix on Line 
were on hand for a meeting with 
the Southern Regional Education 
Board prior to an afternoon round- 
j table discussion of state school 
sy stem problems.

Benson todav brushed asiue pleas 
from some Congress members for 
delay and put into immediate ef­ 
fect his controversial reoif',anima­ 
tion plan for the Agriculture De­ 
partment. He said he had Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower’s backing. 
A key point in the plan- and the 
one arousing most discussion—is 
the abolition of seven regional soil 
conservation oil ices which had re­ 
ported 
directly 
to 
Washington. 
Their work is lodged with state 
offices, elfective immediately. 
These offices were at 
Upper 
Darby, Pa.; Spartanburg, S. C.; 
Milwaukee, Wis.; Lincoln, Neb.; 
Fort Worth, Tex.; Albuquerque, 
N. IYL, and Portland, Ore. 
Benson emphasized in a news 
(«inference that the soil conserva­ 
tion service (SC’S) would continue 
as a separate agency in tin* de­ 
partment. He said In* was deter­ 
mined that it should serve fan n ­ 
ers better. 
Benson’s action in putting the 
plan 
into effect drew applause 
from Chairman Aiken (R-Vt.) ol 
the Senate Agricultural Commit­ 
tee but some other initial comment 
was unfavorable. 
"He did well,” Aiken said. ‘‘If In* 
had given in to the hodile pres­ 
sure on this, then* would have 
been no further use in talking 
about restoration ol government 
Lack home.” 
Aiken expressed the view that 
the soil conservation : ervice will 
be strengthened by elimination ol 
the regional offices and building 
up state offices.

PANMUNJOM (if» — A reliable 
source said tonight that only chains 
of fear are holding back 19 of the 
22 American war prisoners who 
have refused to return home.

The source, w*ho declined use of 
his name, said the three Commu­ 
nist Americans and their Red cap­ 
tors had drummed terror of going 
home into the 19 by telling them

He painted a bleak, gray picture 
of the neutral zone camp where 
the 22 Americans are held with 1 
Briton and 322 South Koreans — 
A handful of deceived, bewild­ 
ered and brightened men, afraid 
to remain behind but more fear­ 
ful of going home because they 
believe home means death. 


Origin Not Revealed 
The origin of the information 
can not be revealed, but it was 
rated “very reliable” Virtually no 
information has been made public 
on the camp.

Check-up Time Is Now 


“Light up” time for the heating system is here, which means 
that “check up” time is with us now. A yearly inspection of 
the heating plant is the best way to avoid costly repairs, 
wasted fuel, and insufficient heating comfort. 


One important item for the owner of a forced warm air heat­ 
ing plant to have checked is the operation of the blower. The 
blower, driven by an electric motor, is the htari of a forced 
warm air furnace. The forced circulation of heated air and 
the even distribution of heat to all rooms of the house, depends 
largely upon a properly functioning blower. 


A heating serviceman should inspect the blower at the be­ 
ginning of the heating season for correct operation. The blower 
hearings and motor should be lubricated, anil the blower should 
he checked for pulley alignment and belt tension. 


Most forced warm air furnaces have filters for cleaning the 
air. Since the filters in a warm air furnace remove about 85 
percent of all the dust and dirt in the air that passe« through 
them, it is easy 
to imagine the quantity of dirt that is 
eventually collected in the filters. If clogged filters are allowed 
to remain in the furnace, they reduce the efficiency of the 
system by creating resistance to the circulation of heated air. 


Filters should be changed at the beginning of the heating 
season, and again during the winter, to keep the furnace 
functioning at top efficiency. This will insure the maximum 
benefit from the. air-cleaning operation of the heating system.
